static generator to bombard the 
nuclei of atoms It under construc­ 
tion at Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 
Announcement of the now high- 
voltage generator, designed for 
atomic nuclei smashing at voltages 
several times higher than those 
produced by existing machtMs, was 
mads today by Dean George R.
